Pathogenesis and Treatment of Tuberculosis of Cervical 
Lymph Nodes, 


W. Scuuize: Deutsch. Med. Wschr., 88: 1060, 1963 
(German). 


On reviewing the charts of the Seamen’s Hospital in 
Hamburg it was found that a total of 549 patients with 
tuberculosis of peripheral lymph nodes, predominantly 
in the cervical region, had been treated there in the 


years 1957-1961. Bovine infection does not play any - 


significant role in this disease which in recent years is 
gradually increasing in frequency. Tuberculosis of 
lymph nodes in children has steadily decreased while 
the present series indicates an increase in the incidence 
of cervical lymph-node tuberculosis in adults. The in- 
fection is predominantly hematogenous, and in 86 
cases (71.67%) the lungs showed evidence of hemato- 
genous spread or of a primary infection. Only in 22 
cases was the pathogenesis not clear. The demonstra- 
tion of tubercle bacilli in the material from affected 
lymph nodes was successful in four out of seven 
aspirations and in two out of five smears from sinuses. 
Tonsillectomy has little effect, if any, on cervical 
lymph-node tuberculosis and then only in a negative 
way. 

Every form of tuberculosis is a manifestation of a 
generalized disease and has to be treated as such. 
Operation is only part of the total plan of treatment. 

The author recommends in addition climatic treat- 
ment, particularly in the north of Germany near the 
North Sea. Long-term combined chemotherapy _ is 
recommended, although, admittedly, it was possible 
occasionally to culture drug-sensitive tubercle bacilli 
from bone abscesses even after two years of treatment 
with a single chemical agent. 

The author stresses that cervical lymph-node tuber- 
culosis should not be regarded as a minor disease. One 
must always bear in mind that the affected patient is 
tuberculous, even if the manifestations of the disease 
are relatively benign. W. Groin 


Diagnostic Significance of an Elevation of Serum 
Creatine-Phosphokinase Activity. 


K. W. ScHNEIDER AND E. R. HeEtse: Deutsch. Med. 
Wschr., 88: 520, 1963 (German). 


Creatine-phosphokinase (CPK) is regarded as a muscle- 
specific enzyme and is liberated from the muscle cell 
into the blood stream. Thus it could constitute a sig- 
nificant indicator of an acute myocardial infarct. It 
could also be of clinical usefulness in the investigation 
of the myopathies. Its determination has been simplified 
by recent improvements of test techniques. 

The authors report a total of 362 determinations of 
CPK in 250 patients. 

It is pointed out that a slight increase in CPK activity 
can occur in other conditions, especially in the older 
age group, as the result of disturbances of circulation, 
inflammation or ischemia. A comparison of CPK 
activity and SGOT findings in 33 patients without 
myocardial infarction is shown to confirm this opinion. 
Thrombophlebitis, thrombosis and hemiparesis after 
a cerebrovascular accident, as well as mobilization in 
generalized arthritis, can produce a moderate elevation 
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of CPK in the blood. Occasionally, diabetic acidosis and 
hypoglycemia have produced it, as well as intoxication 
with carbon monoxide and alcoholism. Summarizing 
their experience, the authors believe that the value of 
the test of activity of CPK has been considerably 
limited by these findings of elevation in many other 
conditions. There is no advantage in this test as com- 


pared with the elevation of serum glutamic oxaloacetic- 
transaminase. W. Grosin 


Renal Damage Associated With Chronic Phenacetin 
Overdosage. 


A. Rapoport, L. W. Wuite ANp G. N. RANKING: Ann. 
Intern. Med., 57: 970, 1962. 


Two patients who exhibited renal lesions associated 
with chronic phenacetin overdosage are described, and 
certain phases of extensive European experience with 
this association are reviewed. The surprising paucity of 
American publications in this area is noted. 

Since the symptoms of phenacetin nephritis are of 
relatively slight significance and of a non-specific nature 
during the early stages of the condition, the diagnosis 
requires that questioning be directed to the patient 
with regard to renal dysfunction, urinary infection, or 
both these conditions. This is particularly the case in 
patients with renal papillary necrosis. Notable features 
of the cases reported are: the antecedence of peptic 
ulcer, severe metabolic acidosis out of proportion to 
the degree of azotemia, the presence of urinary infec- 
tion, histologic evidence of interstitial nephritis associ- 
ated with pyelonephritis, a slight degree of proteinuria, 
absence of hypertension, and the presence in the urine 
of a large number of “glitter” cells and macrophages. 
Both of these patients improved when the use of 
analgesics containing phenacetin was suspended and 
the urinary infections were treated. One of the patients 
had large numbers of doubly refractive crystals in the 
necrotic papilla of his kidneys. Although definitive 
proof that phenacetin can be the cause of the renal 
lesions has not yet been establised, it is suggested that 
the evidence indicates a strong relation in this direction.

Clinical Staff Conference: The Syndrome of Sarcoidosis, 
Psoriasis, and Gout: Combined Clinical Staff Conference 
at the National Institutes of Health.

A case is presented of psoriatic arthritis and spondylitis 
associated with hyperuricemia, splenomegaly, and non- 
necrotizing inflammation of the liver. The differential 
diagnosis of psoriatic arthritis, rheumatoid arthritis, 
ankylosing spondylitis and gout is discussed. Five cases 
of the concomitant occurrence of psoriasis, hyper- 
uricemia, gout and granulomatous hepatic disease are 
summarized. The interrelation of these conditions is 
reviewed. The abnormal metabolism of hyperplastic 
skin cells in psoriasis and their response to antifolic 
acid agents is described. The problems encountered in 
establishing the etiology of different hepatic granulo- 
mata are analyzed on the basis of 214 cases.

Automotive Injuries: Immediate First-Aid. 
M. Arnaupb: Bull. Soc. Int. Chir., 22: 202, 1963. 


The physical forces) involved in an automobile accident, 
combined with the sudden deceleration which usually 
occurs, result in two mechanisms of injury to the 
human occupant. Direct trauma produces wounds, 
contusions, fractures, dislocations and other injuries. 
Sudden deceleration produces visceral lesions from 
sudden forcible flexion or extension, displacement of 
normal viscera in their natural cavities, and bursting 


due to sudden increases in pressure in vessels, bronchi, | 


hollow viscera, on the diaphragm or on the pelvic 
floor. Structural disorganization may be localized or 
widespread, since the victim may be thrown against 
the steering wheel, incarcerated by the damaged body 
of the car or thrown out and rolled like a barrel. De- 
pression and damage to the respiratory or vasomotor 
centres may quickly become irreversible if action is 
not taken quickly. 

Immediate first-aid measures include: institute re- 
suscitation; provide adequate oxygenation; turn the 
casualty on his side with his head lowered; limit 
movement so that nothing increases the extent of the 
original trauma. 

Mouth-to-mouth artificial respiration may be life- 
saving. Road users should be taught to pull the tongue 
forward, clear the pharynx, hold the jaw forward, turn 
the patient on his side, raise the legs, lower the head 
and perform mouth-to-mouth artificial respiration. 
Transportation should be by ambulance manned by 
trained personnel.

Control of Tumour Implantation During Operations on 
the Colon. 


I. Coun, Jr., C. E. FLoyp anp M. Artix: Ann. Surg., 
157: 825, 1963. 


Prevention of spillage of tumour cells by mechanical 
means was effective in reducing tumour implantation at 
the sides away from the anastomosis but did not alter 
the total incidence of tumours occurring at a later date 
or the incidence of tumours at the site of anastomosis. 
Irrigations of the peritoneal cavity and the bowel ends 
with nitrogen mustard or modified Hygeol prior to re- 
anastomosis did not reduce the tumour implantation 
rate. 


The use of an iodized suture was highly effective in 
reducing the incidence of tumours at the anastomotic 
site.

Psychogenic Urinary Retention in Women. 


J. W. Larson, W. M. SwENSON AND R, M. STEINHILBER: 
J.A.M.A., 184: 697, 1963. 


A group of 37 women who complained of urinary 
retention presented with the usual urologic complaints 
but had no objective evidence of urologic disease or 
other organic findings that could account for the urinary 
retention. They had a history of urologic difficulties, 
and most of them related some medical or psychological 
trauma to the onset of retention. The most striking 
characteristics of these women were their multiple 
somatic complaints and their history of numerous sur- 
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gical procedures. These patients were considered to 
have serious emotional illnesses. The most common 
diagnosis was hysteria, but schizophrenia and depres- 
sion were not uncommon. 


Vesical neck resection is contraindicated, not only 
because of the poor results obtained, but also because 
this is basically an emotional problem and surgical in- 
tervention may do harm. These patients should be 
investigated by urologic and psychiatric methods; the 
treatment should be managed by psychiatrist and 
urologist working together. Ross MITCHELL 


Transplacental Passage of Fetal Red Blood Cells and 
the Pathogenesis of Rh Immunization During Pregnancy. 


A. Zipursky, J. Pottockx, P. NEELANDs, B. CHOWN AND 
L. G. Israets: Lancet, 2: 489, 1963. 


Fetal erythrocytes were sought in the circulation of 
384 pregnant and postpartum women. Of the 1019 
blood specimens examined, 15.8% contained fetal cells; 
these were found in each trimester of pregnancy as 
well as post partum. The volume of cells in the maternal 
circulation was estimated at 0.1-0.2 ml., and only two 
women had received more than 0.5 ml. 


Transplacental hemorrhage of more than 0.5 ml. 
was common in a series of deliveries complicated by 
manual removal of the placenta or Cesarean section. 


In ABO-incompatible pregnancies, fetal cells were 
seldom found post partum in the circulation, although 
they were often found during the pregnancy. 


Primary immunization of Rh-negative recipients 
could not be achieved by repeated injections of 0.1 
and 0.5 ml. of Rh-positive fetal cells, although these 
volumes would induce a rise in secondary antibodies. 
Primary immunization was produced by injection of 
1.3 ml. fetal cells. Ross MITCHELL

Signs of Acute Glaucoma During an Attack. 


F. Hoxtiwicuw: Deutsch. Med. Wschr., 88: 1141, 1963 
(German). 


The symptoms of headache, nausea and anxiety, vomit- 
ing, rigors and fever can be so overwhelming in acute 
glaucoma that local symptoms of impaired vision and 
sensitivity to light may not be noticed by the patient. 
The pain may be more severe in the temple and 
occipital region and radiate to the jaws, diverting 
attention from the eye. Abdominal symptoms may 
simulate disease in that area. 


The author draws attention to the objective findings 
of ocular congestion and swelling of the lids, the loss 
of corneal light-reflex and dilatation of the pupil. On 
palpation with the fingertips the eye feels extremely 
hard—‘stony hard”. Redness, non-reacting pupil and 
lack of impression of the eyeball by the palpating finger 


are the cardinal symptoms of acute glaucoma and — 


should be diagnosed by every doctor. 


In addition to local application of pilocarpine or 
eserine drops, acetazolamide (Diamox) should be ad- 
ministered for rapid lowering of intraocular pressure. 
The author recommends a “lytic cocktail” containing 
chlorpromazine, promethazine and chloral hydrate, 
which can be administered orally or intramuscularly.

Prognosis Uncertainties in Cerebral Vascular Disease. 


J. F. Fazexas, R. W. ALMAN AND J. F. SuLLIVAN: Ann. 
Intern. Med., 58: 93, 1963. 


Of a group of 25 patients with clinical symptoms and 
angiographic findings indicating cerebral arterial dis- 
ease, 12 underwent surgical procedures and 13 acted 
as controls. The clinical courses in both groups were 
meticulously documented and classified into eight cate- 
gories according to the sequelae and according to the 
duration of neurologic manifestations. A critical evalua- 


tion of progress in the two groups produced no evi- 


dence that the course of the disorder was noticeably 
influenced by surgical intervention. The numerous 
factors which make it difficult to predict the final out- 
come of cerebral vascular insufficiency in non-treated 
patients and the efficacy of various modes of treatment 
are discussed. S. J. SHANE 


Neurologic Complications of Polycythemia. 


A. SILVERSTEIN, H. GILBERT AND L. R. WASSERMAN: Ann. 
Intern. Med., 57: 909, 1962. 


Neurologic signs and symptoms were observed in 511 
patients with polycythemia. The initial symptoms in- 
cluded headache in 41% of cases, vertigo in 30%, pares- 
thesias of the extremities in 13%, visual disturbances 
in 11%, and tinnitus in 3%. Headache was the major 
symptom in 37 patients. 

The probability of cerebrovascular accidents was 
noted in 48 patients. In 17 of these, the cerebral episode 
preceded the recognition of the polycythemia. One or 
more “transient ischemic attacks” were described by 
11 patients. Papilledema was noted in three. The 
necropsy findings included encephalomalacia, subdural 
and intracerebral hematomas, and cryptococcosis of the 
nervous system. 

The nature and the pathogenesis of cerebrovascular 
disease, the etiology of papilledema, and other neuro- 
logic complications of polycythemia are discussed.

Use of Lycoramine Derivatives in Myasthenia Gravis. 


J. E. Somers, R. L. Irwin anp G. M. Suy: Neurology, 
(Minneap.), 13: 543, 1963. 


Lycoramine, the dihydro derivative of galanthamine, 
is reported to depress cholinesterase activity and to 
increase the sensitivity of skeletal muscle to acetyl- 
choline. In a series of eight cases of myasthenia gravis, 
both long-acting oral and short-acting intravenous 
forms of lycoramine were found to be effective anti- 
cholinesterases, their effect being more pronounced on 
ocular and bulbar muscles. The oral form was effective 
in doses ranging from 5 to 31 mg. total dose, or 0.1 
to 0.5 mg. per kg., the intravenous form in doses 
ranging from 0.005 to 0.1 mg. per kg. or 0.153 to 
5.2 mg. total dose. The usual side effects of anti- 
cholinesterases, blurring of vision, excessive production 
of thick, viscous saliva, abdominal cramps, diarrhea, 
perspiration, and generalized sensation of yarmth, 
were observed in the higher doses. No toxic effects 
were noticed during short-term administration. Further 
investigation may prove the therapeutic usefulness of 
the oral form and that for diagnostic purposes of the 
intravenous form.

Newer Investigations Regarding Gastric Cancer. 

R. Scuapve: Deutsch. Med. Wschr., 88: 1125, 1963 

(German ). 

Extensive cytologic examination of large series of 
biopsy specimens obtained from patients with gastritis 
and peptic ulcer gave the author the opportunity to 
observe 40 cases of “carcinoma in situ” within the last 
six years. In the controversy regarding the theory put 
forward by Konjetzny in 1938 that cancer of the 
stomach develops only in a mucosa which has been 
altered by inflammation (gastritis), the author supports 
Konjetzny’s hypothesis. He describes the clinical 
picture in patients with early carcinoma as having 
existed sometimes for several years, the symptoms being 
generally those of chronic gastritis. The only fairly 
constant laboratory finding in these patients was 
achlorhydria. Radiologic investigation and gastroscopy 
were of no value in the diagnosis of early carcinoma. 
Cytologic examination was, as a rule, the only method 
by which a positive diagnosis could be achieved and 
thereby bring the patient to operation early. 

The author goes on to discuss macroscopic and 
microscopic forms of “carcinoma in situ” of the stomach, 
its mode of growth, its natural history and its relation 
to chronic gastritis. 

Diagnosis of an early carcinoma enables prompt 
operative removal and consequently carries with it a 
good prognosis regarding survival and _ postoperative 
morbidity.

Conn’s Syndrome in Secondary Aldosteronism due to 
Unilateral Stenosis of Renal Artery. 


M. Scuwas, R. ScHROpDER, C. SCHATTENFROH AND R, M. 
Scniitz: Deutsch. Med. Wschr., 88: 814, 1963 (German). 


A 55-year-old patient had a myocardial infarction at 
the end of 1960. His blood pressure at that time was 
consistently about 150/100 mm. Hg. His blood pressure 
prior to the infarction was normal at 140/90 mm. Hg 
and his urine was clear. During anticoagulant therapy, 
hematuria of brief duration prompted the performing 
of an intravenous pyelogram, which was normal. At 
the beginning of 1961 he began to have headaches; 
they became increasingly severe towards the end of 
the year, at which time he also complained of thirst 
and polyuria. Until October 1961 his blood pressure 
was not higher than 150/100 mm. Hg. In December, 
however, it was found to have increased to 240/145 
mm. Hg. All laboratory findings on admission were 
typical of Conn’s syndrome, but small retinal hemor- 
rhages and a shrunken left kidney were demonstrated. 
After removal of this kidney, his blood pressure, plasma 
electrolytes and acid-base balance returned to normal. 

The authors discuss the signs which helped differ- 
entiate secondary from primary aldosteronism in this 
case: there were marked proteinuria, low-normal to 
abnormally low plasma sodium, inadequate reduction 
of renal sodium and potassium excretion on limited 
sodium intake and, finally, the malignant character of 
the hypertension. The pathogenetic factors and relation- 
ships are thoroughly discussed. W. GroBIN

Comparison of Syrosingopine and Reserpine in the 
Treatment of Ambulatory Hypertensive Patients. 


P. F. SHELBURNE AND E, S. Orcain: Amer. J. Med. Sci., 
245: 304, 1963. 


Twenty-one patients had no significant change in blood 
pressure after three or more weeks’ therapy with syro- 
singopine in a dose of 4 mg. daily. The same patients 
had modest but consistent reductions in blood pressure 
(average fall of mean blood pressure 10 mm. Hg re- 
cumbent and 11 mm. Hg standing) on reserpine, 1 
mg., daily. In only one patient on syrosingopine and 
in only three patients on reserpine was the mean re- 
cumbent blood pressure lowered as much as 20 mm. 
Hg. Mild symptoms of nasal stuffiness, gastrointestinal 
distress, insomnia or nightmares occurred nearly twice 
as often in the patients during reserpine administration. 
It is concluded that 4 mg. of syrosingopine given by 
mouth daily does not have an appreciable hypotensive 
effect in ambulatory patients.

Treatment of Propulsive Petit Mal Epilepsy With 
Hormones. 


A. MATTHES AND E, MALLMANN-MiiHLBERGER: Deutsch. 
Med. Wschr., 88: 426, 1963 (German). 


This form of epilepsy, which consists of short con- 
vulsive episodes and abnormal electroencephalographic 
findings, is especially characteristic in the newborn 
and in very young children. It has a special place in 
the whole group of epilepsies because (1) the majority 
of the patients have extensive organic brain damage 
and psychomotor retardation and (2) both the attacks 
and the electroencephalographic disturbances are very 
resistant to the commonly used drugs. 


The authors discuss the steroid treatment of this 
condition, which was inaugurated in 1958 by Sorel and 
has been carried on since then in various countries. 
Their own experience involves a group of 104 children 
seen in the Heidelberg Pediatric Clinic in the years 
1956-1961. In 70 children treatment with ACTH or 
dexamethasone was carried out. The results of treat- 
ment and the improvement in the electroencephalo- 
gram are discussed in detail, and many illustrative 
tracings are presented. Adequate control of after- 
treatment results was ensured by an average of nine 
tracings per patient. A satisfactory therapeutic effect 
was achieved in 74% of the children treated by steroids. 
Most frequently both the attacks and the electroence- 
phalographic changes were influenced favourably. Rate 
of recurrence within the first three months after the 
first course was high; a second or third course of treat- 
ment was often required. 

When the results obtained in the steroid-treated 
group were compared with those in the group treated 
conservatively by anti-epileptic drugs, the superiority 
of the former was shown. 

The authors conclude that hormone treatment with 
ACTH or glucocorticoids shortens the period of re- 
covery of the damaged brain cortex from three to four 
years to a few weeks. The mechanism of this accelera- 
tion of the recovery period is not clear. There was no 
significant difference between the effect of ACTH and 
dexamethasone, and the authors prefer the oral prepa- 
ration as the simpler of the two. W. GroBIN 
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
